The silent and tranquil insurrection of 
the ballot has taken place—the scrutiny 
has spoken; no Kiosks have been over- 
turned—no white blouses showed—the po- 
lice were as polite as could be, and only 
issued a faint “move on.” Of the four 
elections just ended, one must again take 
place—no candidate having obtained the 
required majority. Of the three Deputies 
elected, the name upon every lip was 
Rochefert. His success, by a total vote of 
nearly 18,000, means a republic by means 
of revolution. He has been elected purely 
and simply by the workingman’s vote. 
The more he was assailed by the press, the 
more assured was his victory. é enters 
the Chamber—but sits alone. Single- 
handed, he will have to confront the gev- 
ernment and the opposition benches. 
When General Foy said, “we are but five 
in the Chamber, but we have France be- 
hind us.” Rochefort canreply: “I am 
alone, but I have 18,000 voters, and the 
work-men of Paris at J back.” 

What he will do, remains to be seen. He 
will likely produce as stormy scenes in the 
Corps Legislatif, as took place under the 
Restoration, Who contributed to his pro- 
minent position ?

* We have received from Colonel Hulburt, 
Superintendent of the State Road, a circu- 
lar calling a meeting of coal miners, deal- 
ers, proprietors of manufacturing estab- 
lishments using coal, and railway manag- 
ers, to be held in Atlanta, Tuesday, Dec. 
ZIst, 1869, to copfer pbout upplying trans- 
portation for the coal] trade. 

This is a good move and we trust that 
interest will be taken init. It is a matter 
of grave importance, and needs immediate 
action. | 

Colonel Hulburt gives the following sta- 
tistics: The Tennessee Companies mine, 
100.000 tons yearly. The State road trans- 
ported in 1867, 7,485 tons; in 1868, 8,967 
tons; in 1869, 23.885 tons, an increase of 
160 per cent. 

The demand yet exceeds the power to 
suppty, for want of cars. Dealersin At- 
lanta can’t even supply the city Jemand, 

' while two ofthem alone have orders for 
1,600 tons outside. Dealers say the de- 
mand can be doubled and thribbled. Sev- 
erai manufacturing establishments have 
been embarrassed; some have hud to sus- 
pend; others to be put up have been post- 
poned for the present, until coal can be 
certainly supplied. 

For domestic and manufactueing use. 
from three to four hundred cars will be re- 
quired to transport the coal. Only 150 are 
now in use, of which the State Road has 80. 
The capacity needs doubling immedi- 
ately. 

As one ton of coal equals two or more 
cords of good wood, the vost is worth 
saving. 

, These are important statistics, and they 
show the necessity of enlarging the means 
~of coal transportation. 

We alluded some time back to asus- 
pected combination of certain coal dealers 
with the State Road officers to give such 
dealers the preference of the State Road 
transportation. There was good ground 
for this suspicion. Not one but several 
dealers spoke of it. Several of them were 
out of coal for weeks at a time, while 
others were always supplied. 

One gentleman introduced his coal in 
this market, last wiutcr, when coal was 
selling at 35 cents. He opened at 25 cents, 
& remunerative price, and brought the 
other dealers down to his price. 

This gentleman now can not get cars to 
bring his coal. He claims that his mines 
are nearer, twenty-four miles, than other 
mines, and the State Road proportion is 
$15 per car, while other mines, further off, 
only pay $10 per car; yet whole trains go 
to the other mines, and he is refused 
cars, except avery few at long intervals. 

Without looking into this matter more 
particularly, without championing any 
particular dealers, and simply in the cause 
of the public comfort, and in a spirit of 
resolute antagonism to all injurious mo- 
nopolies and improper combinations, we 
have called attention to this matter, trust- 
ing that it might be silently corrected, 
without further trouble, if there is any- 
thing wrong. '
